Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 ,3,4,6,7,9 and 1 0 are allowed over the prior art of record. 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The best 
prior art of record discloses a microchannel plate and a method of manufacturing a 
microchannel plate comprising a single acid insoluble cladding glass surrounding an 
acid soluble core and the prior art also teaches an acid soluble core surrounded by two 
cladding layers, wherein one layer is slightly acid soluble and the other layer is acid 
insoluble. However, the prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest a microchannel plate 
comprising a single type of acid soluble cladding glass and an acid soluble core glass, 
wherein the core glass and cladding glass are different, as claimed in claims 1,3 and 10. 
Claims 4,6,7 and 9 are allowable by virtue of their dependency.
